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Principal's  Message 


June  1973,  marks  the  end  of  my  thirtieth  year  in  the 
schools  of  Elmira.    They  were  thirty  good  years! 

I  have  many  fond  memories  of  my  principalship  at 
Old  Riverside.     In  those  days  being  principal  did  not  take 
one  out  of  the  classroom  and  consequently  I  became 
better  acquainted  with  my  students.    Because  I  worked 
with  them  in  several  subject  areas,  I  gained  a  greater 
appreciation  of  their  talents  and  their  problems.    They 
are  the  students  whom  I  remember  most  clearly.    To-day 
it  is  very  gratifying  to  see  these  former  students,  now 
mature  citizens,  making  their  contribution  in  the  world 
around  us. 

My  experience  at  E.D.  S.S.  extends  over  twenty -two 
years:  teacher,  vice -principal  and  principal.    These 
years  encompass  the  old,  Traditional  Grade  System,  the 
Robart's  Reorganized  Plan  and  the  current  Credit  Scheme. 
Enrolment  has  risen  from  two  hundred  fifty -five  students

to  one  thousand  seventy -four  and  from  twelve  teachers 
to  the  present  sixty.    The  original  school  building  has 
had  five  additions.    These  have  been  impressive  changes 
but  the  real  satisfaction  has  come  from  students  and 
their  achievements.    Seeing  students  on  Commencement 
Night,  who,  four  or  five  years  earlier,  were  timid,  little 
Grade  Niners  and  who  are  now  self-confident,  attractive 
young  ladies  and  handsome  young  men,  gives  me  a 
tremendous  reward  of  pride  and  satisfaction.     To  see 
them  later,  succeeding  at  their  trade  or  in  their  profes- 
sion, is  an  even  greater  thrill. 

During  these  years  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  teach 
in  a  community  that  has  been  co-operative  and  suppor- 
tive.   I  have  worked  for  three  school  boards:  Elmira  and 
No.  4  Woolwich,  Elmira  High  School  and  the  Waterloo 
County  Board  of  Education.    All  have  shown  a  deep  con- 
cern for  the  teachers  and  students  within  their  jurisdic- 


tion.   The  teachers  with  whom  I  have  served  were  a 
credit  to  their  profession,  capable  and  devoted.    To 
complete  the  team,  I  have  been  blessed  with  outstand- 
ing secretarial,  custodial  and  cafeteria  staffs. 

To  all  these  people:  students,  teachers,  secretaries, 
dieticians,  custodians,  board  members,  administrators, 
parents  and  friends  may  1  say  "Many  Thanks!  "    To  you 
and  to  those  who  succeed  me  at  Elmira  District  Secondary 
School  I  extend  "Best  wishes  for  the  future.  "    May  we 
always  be  able  to  say  "E.  D.S.S.  is  supreme!  "
